annual banquet of she National Aseacia-

at the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, was one of 
the largest and most elaborate affaire of 
the kind evc-r given ia this city. Ote 
thousand guesta wore seated at the 
taoica. 


The wildcat ontliusmani

when President McKinley was intro- 
duced.

stood on their seats, 


women in the boxes waved their hand- 
kerchiefs and the uproar drowned the 
speaker'9 
voica. The 
cheering and 


clapping of hands w«re redoubled when 
a toast was drank to the President. 


President McKinley said: 
"Mr. Toaatmaater, members ol the 


National Association of Manufacturers 
aud guests:—For *h'e cordial character 
of thia greeting I return my thanks. 
The genuineness of your welcome ia full 
of compensation for having left Wash- 
ington at au unusually buoy season in 
order to participate in this interesting 
meeting. 


"I scarcely nead remind you that we 


do not meet aslatraisgertt. Jfeitheryonr 
business organization nor your social re- 
unions are altogether unfamiliar to mo. 
I have been with you before, not as 
guest aa now, but rather in tho capacity 
of host. I recall that aa Governor of the 
state- of Ohio it was my pleasure to wel- 
come yon to tho city of Cincinnati on 
January 22,1S95, at the initial conven- 
tion of the Manufacturers' Association, 
3 well remember the occasion. It was 
a cold day.

could call its own. I note with oatisfac- 
tion your improved appearance now. 
Yon are more cheerful in conntenance, 
more buoyant in spirit, more hopeful in 
manner and more conifid en t i:

TUE PEOPLE'S DUTY, 


"National politics can encourage in- 


dustry and commerce, hut it remains 
for tho people to project and carry them 
on. If those policies stimulate indus- 
trial development and energy,thepeople 
can be safely trusted to do the rest. The 
government, however, ia reeling in ita 
power to promote industry. It can aid 
commerce, but not create it. 
It can 


widen and deepen ita rivers, improve ita 
harbors and develop ite great national 
waterways, but the ships to Ball and the 
trfirHc to carry the people must supply. 


"The government can raise revenues 


bv taxation in aoch a way as will dis- 
criminate in favor of domestic enter- 
prices, but it cannot establish them. 
It 


can make commercial treaties, opening 
to oar manufacturers and agriculturists 
the ports of other nations. It can en- 
ter ioto reciprocal arrangements to ex- 
change our producta with thoae of other 
countriea. It can aid oar merchant 
marine by tnconraciinK our people to 
buiUi ships of commeace. It can assist 
in every lawful manner private enter- 
prises to unite the two oceans with the 
great canal. It can do all these things 
and ouiiht to do them ; hut with all this 
accomplished the result will still be in- 
effectual unless supplemented by en- 
ergy, enterprise and industry of the 
people. It ia they that must Imild and 
operate the factories, furnish ehipa and 
cargoes for the canal and the river and 
the aeas. It is they who mnat find tha 
cuneumera and obtain the trade by go- 
itiK forth to win it. 


"Much profitable trade ia still unen- 


joyed by our people because of their 
present insufficient facilities for reach- 
ing desirable markets. Much o£ it ie 
loat because of a lack of information ant 
ignorance of the conditions and needi 
of other nations. We must know just 
what other people want before we can 
supply their wants. We mnat nnder 
aiand exactly how to reach them with 
least expense, if wo would enter into the 
most advantageous business relations 
with them. 


"Theahip requires shippers, buu thi 


shipper maet have assurfid promise that 
his goods will have a sale when the; 
reach their destination. It is- a good 
rule, if bnyera will not come to us for a 
to co to them. It id our duty to make 
American enterprise and industrial am 
bition, a? well aa achievement, terms o 
respect and praise, not only at homo 
but among the fimily of nations th 
world over.

"There ia another duty renting upci 


the 
national 
government—'to 
coi 


money and regulate the value thereof 
This duty requires thut our governmen 
shall regulate the value of its money b 
the highest standards of commercia 


Whatever may be tho language of the 
contract, the United States will dis- 
charge all ita obligations in tbe currency 
recognized aa the best throughout the 
civilized world at the time of payment. 
Nor will we ever consent that the wage* 
o! labor or ita frugal eavinga ha scaled 
down, by permitting payment in dollara 
of lesa value than the dollara accepted 
aa the beat iu every enlightened nation ot 
the earth. 


"Under existing conditions our citi- 


2?ns cannot ha excused if they du not 
redouble their efforts to eecnre euch fi- 
nancial legislation as will place their 
honorable intentions beyond dispute. 
All tliosa who represent, as you do, the 
great conservative and progressive busi- 
ness interests of the country, owe it not 
ouly to themselves, but to the people to 
inaiet uvon the Eeitleintnt of thia great 
question now, or else to faco the alter- 
native that it mnst be again submitted 
for arbitration at the polls. This is our 
plain duty to more than sei^n million 
votera who, fifteen months ago, won a 
great political battle on the 
iaauo, 


amonK others, that the United States 
government would not permit a doubt 
to exist anywhere concerning tho stabil- 
ity and integrity of ita currency or tho 
inviolability of its obligations of every 
kind. This is niy interpretation of that 
victory. Whatever cffjrt, therefore, ia 
required to make the settlement of thia 
vital question clear end conclusive for 
ell timo, we are bound iu nood eonsei- 
erica to undertake and, if possible real- 
ize. That ia onr commission our pres- 
ent charter from the people. 
"It will not suffice for citizens nowa- 


days to say simply that thoy are in fav- 
or of sound money. That ta not encash. 
The people's purpose must be Riven the 
vitality of public law. Better an honest 
effort with failure than the avoiding of 
so plain and commanding a duty. 


"The dillicnltipa in the path of a 


satisfactory reform are, it muat be ad- 
mitted, neither few in numbers nor alight 
in docrea, but progreaa cannot fail to be 
made with a fair and thorough trial. 
An honest attempt will he the best pi oof 
of aincsrity of purpose.

While I discern in its 
prueent condition the neceesity tbat al- 
ways esiats for the faithful devotion of 
its citizens, the history of its paet is ae- 
jnrance to ma that thia will be RP it al- 
ways haa been through every etrugnle 
and emergency, atill onward and up- 
ward. It haa never suffered from any 
.rial or been unequal to any task. 
Founded upon right principles, we have 
nothing to fear from the vicissitudes 
which may lie across our pathway. The 
nation, founded by the fathers upon 
principles of virtue, education, freedom 
ind human rights, moulded by tho groat 
diecuasions which eatabliahed its sover- 
eignty tried in thu crucible of civil war, 
its integrity confirmed by the results of 
reconstruction, with a union stronger 
and better than ever Before, atanrls to- 
day, not upon shifting sands, bat upon 
immovable foundations.

THE COAL TRUST 


Pronounced Illegal by Judge 


Morrow. 


It is a Violation of the Anti- 


Trust Act of 


1800. 


BAN FBAXCISCO, January J27.—In tie 


United States circuit court today Judge 
Morrow rendered his decision in the 
cate againat the Coal Dealers' Aeaocia 
tion of California, granting a prelimin- 
ary injunction restraining that corpora' 
tion from acting in accordance with ita 
intention for tha maintenance of prici 
at which coal waa to be cold to coneum 
ere. 


The application for the restraining 


order was made by the govemmen 
upon the grounds that the association 
was interfering with tradeandcommarcr 
bv unlawfully combining to uphold thi 
price of coal at a certain figure, in oppn 
sition to the terras of tbe anti-trust ac 
of 1890. It waa shown that 800,000 ton 
of coal were being annually cnnenmec 
in this city and that the association con 
trolled its disposition and had iron-clai 
rules to govern the price at which it ws 
to be retailed. 


The defendants contended that thei 


only object waa to defend the publi 
against the acta of dishonest dealers an 
that in any event they were not antajer 
to the jurisdiction of the anti-truat act 
as they were not incorporated. 


The court, however, held that th 


constitution and hy-lawa of the 09?ocia 
tion came within the prohibitions of th 
act and were unlawful.

years, and it doesn't cost it a cent to 
keep it.

This park comes 
to the very eatea of the city. It is hut H 
step from the end of her streets into as 
beautiful a country, with shady lanes 
lined with fruits and ibwora, flowing 
waters with grassy hanks tbat tempt 
the weary to rest, and ri-jfi in a luxuri- 
oasnesa saldoin u^ualled by any park.

We are a 
nation of politiciana and the people of 
no country on earth taken greater inter- 
ost in governmental affairs than-do ours. 
Americans a:e great readers and the 
news and information they like best is 
thnt which deals with congressional or 
legifllative proceedings, thedoingaof pol- 
iticians, 
etc. 
No public men 
are 


watched as cloeely aa ore those of the 
United States, and nowhere, in our opin- 
ion, ia it EO difficnlt to put ft "job" 
through legislature or congress ao in 
this country. Our press ifl ever on the 
alert (or political eeneationB.andthe ri 
honoat official or legislator cannot lone 
escape the light of publicity. 


Nor is it true, aa Bishop Potter eaya, 


that we do not reward meritorious serv- 
ice as we should, and aa is done in other 
countries. We have no gaudy decora- 
tions, no empty titles, no "livings" to 
bestow upon our deserving public men, 
but we promote them and clve them our 
admiration and respect. In the heat of 
political campaigns we often criticise

ield. While agents and lawyers were 
carching tbe world over for one oi the 
leirs to the millions of Buda Peath'a 
KteateBt bankers, the object of their 
quest ocaupied a maniac's cell in the 
county asylum. Ghrenstich died under 
lia right name, but with a pauper's 
number opposite it on the hooka of tbe 
asylum. 


A letter was received yesterday by 


Ohief of Dstentivpfl Oollran, requiting 
him to look for Ohrenatich. The letter 
came from Buda Peath and eaid that a 
ortnne awaited 
Ouronatich, ao his 


ather had died recently. Today attor- 
ley N, J. Waldman called at detective 
headquarters and told tbe story of Oh- 
ronetich's fate. According to 
"Wald- 


man, who claima to be an old school 
mate of Ohrenstich'e, the latter died a 
maniac's death, the result ol his wife's 
alleged infidelity. 


Mra. Edward W. Ohrenatich waa con- 


sidered one of the most beautiful women 
n Austro-Hungary, where she married 
he aon of the banker. She reigned na a 
lelle of aociety in that city until rnmora 
of her infidelity became current, Sbo is 
now, says Waldman, living as the wife 
if ft French nobleman, en olticer in the 
French army. When vomit; Ohrenatich 
earned the etate of cffaira he parted 
rom hia wife and shortly after came to 
America, arriving 
in New York io 


October, 1890, 


lie aecured employment with A, H. 


Hftorner, a New York bond broker, and 
came to Chicago aa hie agent. He soon 
after called on Waldman, wbo noticed 
that Ohrenstich was not in bia right 
mind. Ohrenstich's peculiar actions at- 
tracted considerable attention nt the 
Great Northern Hotel, where he was 
etopping, and he was finally arrested 
and sent to tbe house of correction on a 
charge of disorderly conduct, where he 
remained lor thirty-three daye, and 
Wnldman lost sight of him. 


Shortly after Ohrenstich waa dis- 


charged he was again arrested, ai>d this 
time sent to the detention hospital. Oo 
May 20, 1897, he was declnmd insane 
and committed to Dunning. He scarcely 
could be prevailed upon to eat and on 
November 2Sth be died. By a coinci- 
dence Ohrensticb's father died the day 
bin aon was committed to the asylum. 
Up to the time ol hia commitment 
Ohrenstich ia eaid to have corresponded 
regularly with hi" relatives, but hia 
letters suddenly ccaeed and all trace of 
him was lost until recently.

tlemen of that or Ran i7.it ton who were 
present; at least, they were in favor ot 
ascertaining how the uhange could be 
effected and what it would involve. A 
committee constating uf Messrs. Berc- 
hard, Hobba and George A. Smith was 
appointed to consider tbe matter and 
make a report on the advisability of prc- 
ceeding with it. 


Of course, tho firat things that tho 


voters will want to know are what a city o! 
tho fourth class is, the advantages that 
would he derived from the change and 
what the additional expense would bn to j

the taxpayers, if any. 


City Attorney L. H. Smith waa asked 


by a REPUBLICAN reporter yesterday 
afternoon what tho difference- waa be- 
tween a city of tho fifth claee, in which 
Fresno is now included, and a city of tha 
fourth clasa. The principal, in fact, the 
only material difference that the City 
Attorney could fiee, without looking into 
the law ciosfly, was in the matter of the 
regime of officials. lie referred the re- 
porter to section 601 of the^law relating 
to nuinicipfliiiiee oi iiiu iuuiili uiusti, i 
which is here reproduced : 


"Thp officers of each city ahall consist, 


of a Mayor, twelva Couucilmen, a Tax 
Collector, who ahall also ba Street Com- 
missioner, an Assessor, Treasurer, Oity 
Clerk, Police Judge, City Attorney, 
Chief of Police, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools, and two School Trustees 
from each ward, and wherever a free 
public library IB established therein, five 
Trustees thereof, and the council may 
also provide for the election by the 
votee of eaid city, or by eaid council, of 
a Superintendent of Irrigation. The 
city council may also elect a City Sur- 
veyor, Harbor Master, roundkeeperand 
City Jailer, and whenever a paid Cre 
department shaU'.be established in auch 
city, a Chief Engineer and one or more 
assistant engineers, and any other officer 
necessary to carry oat the provision of 
thia chapter, ond for whoso election or 
appointment no provision is made; and 
may by ordinance prescribe the duties 
of all city officers, and fit their compen- 
sation, subject to the Hmitatione herein 
contained." 


Following sections go ou to state that 


the mayor and thp councilman shall 
serve withnnt compensation, with tho 
exception of the conocil when sitting as 
a board of equalization, what the mem- 
bers shall receive a compensation not to 
exceed ?5 a day for the time in which 
thsy are actually engaced. It also pro- 
vide^ that the whole twelve councilman 
need cot constitute the hnnrri of equal- 
ization, a" a committee: oHhetr mem- 
bers may be Hpuomted for tfmt purpose. 
In tbat event the expense need not ex- 
ceed that of the present administration 
in that reaped. 


'i.'he maiimum comppnpattern of tbe

etreote is fixed by a eectinn, which savs 
that it shall not exceed $1500 a year. It 
may be fired at lean by the council, 
which also determine the salaries of 
tho other oflicRra provided for. It will 
ba noticed that thn filling of some of the 
offices ia discretionary with that body. 


Besides tha mayor, the eeven extra 


councilmen, library and school trustees, 
the new officfirn created are the chief of 
police, who corresponds to the city mar- 
ehall; the police judee, corresponding to 
the recorder, and the tax collector and 
street superintendent. As it is now, the 
city marshal ia ex-officio tax collector. 
The adoption of the change would have 
the effect of combining the dntiea of thn 
present marshal as tax: collector and 
those of the superintendent of streets, 
which office as an independent one, 
would be abolished.

Miller, who was agents who do the best work for 


DEATH OF S. A. MILLER. 


A Pioneer of Fresno Passed Away 


Last Night. 


S. A. Miller, well known in this com 


mnnity as a former owner of the FRESK 
REPUBLICAN, died at his home, corner o 
K a-nd CalaveraB streets, tbia city, IBB 
night about 11.30 o'clock, from apo 
plesy. 


Mr. Miller was a native of New Yorl 


State, and was 63 yeaia of age. ID earl, 
life he was a seaman on the groat lakes 
and wfia master of a vessel at the see o 
22. ID 1863 he came to California 
went into the mines in Placer county 
and afterward was for eeveral years a 
resident of Virginia Oity, Nevada. Her 
he waa inanieu to Mua Sarah Dimond, 
who aorvwaa him. 


ID 1878 Sir. Miller came to Freano 


county and bought a place in the Cen- 
tral colony, where he built a comfortable 
home. He was one of the promoters of 
the Nevada colony and was instrumen- 
tal in bringing a large nninber of fami- 
lies from Nevada to this settlement. 
Late in the fall of 1879 he purchased the 
FRESSO REPUBLICAN- from Dr. Unwell, 
and conducted the paper successfully for 
about five yeare. About thia time he 
established the Fresno telephone sys- 
tem, lie dealt largely in real estate 
and accumulated considerable property, 
and in 1869 he purchased a finn borne iii 
SBTI Francieco and went there to reside.

by a warship. The decision to send the 
United States ship Maine was finally 
reached at a special meeting at the 
White Houso this morning between the

Secretary Day, Attorney-General Mc- 
Kennn and General Miles and it 13 a 
striking face that with the exception of 
tho secretary nf tho navy and the attor- 
ney-Keuerfll not a member of thecabinct 
knew of the President's intention to 
take ihi? radicp.l action. 


It ia denied, however, that each a 


move haa long been in contemplation as 
evidenced in the following statement of 
Assistant Secretary Day made this after- 
noon: 


"Tuo sending of tho M-ino to Havana 


means simply the resumption of friendly 
navnl relations with Spain. It is .cus- 
tomary for naval vessels of friendly na- 
tions to puss in and put of tbe harbors 
of other ccun'.riea with which they are 
at peace and British and German war- 
shipa have recentlv visited Havana. Thin 
ieDO new move. The President haa In- 
tended it for come time, but heretofore 
something haa happened to postpone it. 
The orders to the Maine mean nothing 
more than I have aaid aud there ia 
nothing alarming or unfriendly iu them.

Further, Assistant Secretary Day said 


that Consul General Leo had not sent 
for a warship.

whereupon

ColonelJohnson of Stockton will moat 
likely advance to the colonelcy. There 
ie no order of succession, however, and 
it ia barely possible that the slough city 
aalooniat may encounter opposition. 


The Lieutenant Colonel atated in an 


interview with B reporter for the Stock- 
ton Mail that he would station the regi- 
mental band at bis home city aa noon au 
he becomes commander of the regiment. 
When Colonel Wright took the military 
burdens from toe shoulders of Uolonel 
Nunan he generously allowed Stockton 
to ratftio half of the regiment band, and 
made tho other half up in thia city from 
musiciana here, who are au competent 
aa the playera who toot at JackBon s 
baths or make Good water Grova resound 
with the blare of brass.

A f«w daya ago 
he was aireated in Vallejo by Deputy 
Constable Con Angel of this city for 
burglarizing tbe tool houEO of J. J. Aza- 
darian, living aii miles west of Fresno. 
Cretaer confessed that he had murdered 
Koellmg and be was detained ia San 
Francisco, although his
